Two of the most important problems pre- 


senting themselves to municipal authorities 
at flic beginning of the fiscal year are, what 
is needful to be done during the year, and 
how shall the means be provided ? and upon 
the right solution of these questions depends, 
not only the peace of mind of officials, but 
more than all, tlie welfare in ameasure, of the 
entire community. It has been found that it 
was a wise plan for the chairmen of the sev- 
eral standing committees of tho Borough 
Council to consult together upon tlie general 
financial situation, comparing ideas, and lay- 
ing out the work of the committees, so far as 
it is connected -\viih. the question of ways and 
means. The different committees can then 
decide upon the sums needed for their vari- 
ous departments, after which, their chair- 
men, with the Committee on Finance, will be 
in, position to determine the sum needed for 
the borough during the year, and how much 
tax, in connection with other income, is nec- 
essary for public use. 
It has been the prac- 


tice for some years past to embody this de- 
cision in an ordinance, in:tead of the old 
style of merely adopting an ordinary resolu- 
tion of Council, and this way is much better 
because the subject of (lie public finances is 
of great interest to all, and too much deliber- 
ation and publicity cannot be bestowed upon 
it.

This the latter de- 
nies, and ho means to appeal to tlie court. 
After it is decided in the lower tribunal it 
will probably be appealed to (he State Su- 
perior Court.

prudence to allow a good margin for the un- 
expected. 
Se\cre storms may necebsitatc 


large extia payments on street work, while 
some unlooked-for emergency may require 
increased expense for police or fire protec- 
tion and it is always more comfortable fo 
have a surplus than to face a deficiency. Ap- 
propriations having been made, and munici- 
pal housekeeping having begun, if all brunch- 
es of the corporation, wo ik harmoniously in 
ti-janjjai matters, carefully guarding against 


plans, everything will progress smoothly, 
and estimates and results will come out near- 
ly even. Occasionally, after apportionments 
of money have been made, and considerable 
of it has been spent, some enterprising per- 
sm thinks it would bo a good thing to intro- 
duce some improvement 
into the town, 


which, unfortunately, lias not been provided 
for in the appropriations at the beginning of 
the term; otheis are in favor of "enterprise" 
and try to help it along, and if any old-fash- 
ioned fellow object, he is dubbed a "fogy."

troller, whose duty it is to keep an accurate 
register of appropriations aud countersign 
warrants --drawn against the several items 
thereof. 
When an item has been exhausted 


it is Ms duty to refuse to count orsign war- 
rants drawn against such exhausted item, 
thus giving notice thereof. 
Unfortunately 


no such oflicer is provided for boroughs, but 
some effort has been made here to partially 
supply tliis defect by requiring the Treasurer 
to keep a record of the amounts appropriated 
to the several committees, and forbidding 
him to pay orders on an item that has been 
entirely spent. 
Although this is a part of 


the borough law, (being a portion of an or- 
dinance, ) the writer believes that little, or 
no care is taken to comply therewith. 


There is an idea abroad that the Finance 


Committee has little to do after providing for 
he appropriations and fixing the tax rate, 
and, unfortunately it sometimes does but 
ittle else. A committee which takes its work 
seriously, however, will fine plenty to do all 
hrough the year, up to the audit of the 
treasurer's account, when, with a good bal- 
ince to the credit of the borough it can rest 
rom its labors. There is no place more lion- 
orable than a membership on this committee, 
and there is no committee whose operations 
are often less appreciated, or more liberally

JOHNSON'S BOMANCE. 


THE COURTSHIP OF A TAILOR WHO 


BECAME PRESIDENT. 


Dow They Were Mailo Before Printing 


Was Invented. 


Tho flrst boohs wcro written on tablets 


of stone, loud, copper, Ivory and wood, 
BlicotH of horn, and, at n lator'porlod, the 
lurk of tree*—whence "liber," n book. 
A ftcr u time innturlul wn» olitiilncd from 
tlio Egyptian water (ilnnt, papyrus. But as 
tlio clenmml for boohfl Increased a more en- 
durable material was sought for, and parch- 
ment, imido chiefly of the skins ol gouts 
ui id sheep, was employed. 


Parchment cnme into general use as a 


irntcrlal for inunuRcript books about tliu 
eighth centnry. It Is Bald to have Ixicn In- 
vented at ljergainos, 15« J3. C., on account 
of an Egyptian embargo on pnnyruH. 
Jlowever, modern discoveries have proved 
conclush'Oly that It was used centuries no- 
fnro that date. Jt was soon found that the 
brst way to take euro of books written on 
iloxlblo material, such as parchment or 
juipyruB, was to roll thorn up in scrolls. 
]ly the Komans n scroll was called " vol- 
11 men," and from this we got our word 
volume. 


Usually the manuscript books were 


rolled on n rod or stail n little longer than 
1 bo width of the manuscript. The ends ol 
1lio lod wcro thus left in sight, and fre- 
quently they were made beautiful with 
Kold, silver or ivory. 


The preparation of books was a real nrt 


among vhe Greeks and Romans. 
Some- 


times the Romans employed a gvent num- 
ber of professional copyists in »" scrip- 
torium," or writing estahlishmeut, nnd in 
tliat way made It possible to produce sev- 
eral copies of a book In n single day. 


Tho nrt of Illuminating manuscript 


books seems to.havo been practiced by all 
nations of antiquity tlmt used parchment 
and papyrus. It is said that wo owo tlio 
preservation of ninny old time books to 
t ho custom of illuminating manuscripts, 
fnr often persons who had no understand- 
ing of the text kcnt the book for tho sake 
nl its elaborate ornamentation. 


In order to Rave the expense of writing 


nmtcrlals, writings tlmt wero considered 
unimportant wero sometimes erased or 
washed out, and tho parchment was used 
ugulti. 
Valuable parchment scrolls or 


books vra-v. iiuutly rolled and labeled, and 
then packed away for safe keeping in 
round boxes that wero as high as tho 
hcrolls wera wide. Another way of taking 
ciiro of thorn and having them convenient 
for use was to arrange them around tlio 
walls In cm:CH made for that purpose. 


Ancient .Manuscript books are of great 


\alue. Many of them are preserved In tho 
library of tho liritish museum and in oth- 
ir great libraries of Europe. 


With the Invention of paper the faoilitlci 


for bookmaking were greatly increased, 
nnd since the Invention of the printing 
press "of making many books there is no 
i nd."—Philadelphia Times.

"Wo will give a rough statement show- 


Ing tho effect the nonpayment of postage 
has upon our profits. 


"Supposing 
our 
10,000 
subscribers 


Nhould individually send us n remittance 
(what a supposition 1), postage unpaid, at 
50 cents a letter, which is double postage 
for a distance of 400 miles and upward, the 
loss to us would be $5,000 and to each sub- 
scriber only CO cents. There is a difference, 
and, we need hardly add, a very great one. 


"Again, we receive letters, postage un- 


laid: 'I have missed such a number. 
Either you hiivo not sent it or it has mis- 
carried;' or, 'I wish my paper changed to 


.' All such letters in future will re- 


main In our postofflco. 
Therefore it is 


time nnd paper wasted to write them. 


"Those who have promised remittances 


by mail or by'some of our merchants' will 
please keep sacred their promises. It Is 
positively galling to see dally, as we do, 
mich an amount due us and our Inability 
to collect it, either by good words or other- 
wise. Wo shall have to adopt the plan of 
tho old man in tho fable, and, at we have 
found no virtue in throwing grass, we 
shall have to commence throwing stones."

Suiokc For Cut Fingers. 


Tho smoke of woolen rags is a cure for 


tho most dangerous wounds. A lady ran 
n machine noedlo through her finger. She 
oould not bo released until the machine 
had boon taken to pieces, and it was found 
the needle had been broken into three 
pieces in tho flesh. 
The process of extrac- 


tion was most dilHcult, tho pain reaching 
the shoulder, and danger of lockjaw was 
feared. 
Woolen rags were put on burning 


coals, nnd, by holding tbo finger in tho 
smoke, all pnln was driven awny and never 
returned, though tho finger took long to 
heal. 


The smoke and smell of the burning rags 


may bo unpleasant, but that is a slight 
drawback compared with the danger of 
lockjaw, or great pain nnd consequent 
fever. Another instance was the cure of a 
wound inflicted by an enraged cat, which 
tore the flesh from tho wrist to the elbow 
and bit through the fleshy part of the hand. 
One ministration of tho smoke extracted 
all pain, which had been frightful.—Sail 
Francisco Chronicle.

Tlie Extremes In the Distribution of tlie 


Two Throughout Europe. 


In .a rough way, tka axtraraaa In tha rHe. 


tritmtlan of the blond nnd brunette varie- 
ties within the population of Europe are 
as follows: At tho northern limit we find 
that about one-third of the people are pure 
blonds, characterized by light hair and 
blue eyes; about one-tenth are pure bru- 
nettes, the remainder, over one-half, being 
mixed, with a tendency to blondness. On 
tho other hand, in the south of Italy the 
pure blonds hnve almost entirely disap- 
peared. About one-half the population are 
pure brunette with deep brown or black 
huir, and eyos of a corresponding shade, 
and the other half is mixed, with a ten- 
dency to bruncttoness. The half and half 
line seems to lie about whore it ought, not 
far from tho Alps. 
Yet it docs not follow 


the parallels of latitude. A circle, de- 
scribed with Copenhagen as a center, 
sweeping around near Vienna, across the 
middle of Switzerland, thence up through 
tho British isles, might servo roughly to 
indicate such a boundary. North of it 
blouduess prevails, although always with 
on appreciable percentage of pure bru- 
nettes. 
South of it brunetteness finally 


dominates quite exclusively. It should not 
fail of note that toward the east there is a 
slight though constant increase of bru- 
nettenoss along the same degrees of lati- 
tude and that the western portion of the 
British isles is n northern outpost of tho 
brunette type. 


Thus we see at a glance that there Is n 


gradual though constant increase in the 
proportion of dark eyes and hair from 
north to south. 
There are none of those 


sharp contrasts which appeared upon our 
map showing the distribution of the long 
»nd broad heads in Europe. On that map 
tho extremes were separated by only half a 
continent in cither direction from the 
Alps, whereas in this case tho change from 
dark to light covers the whole extent of the 
continent. It is as if a blending wash had 
been spread over the map of head form, 
toning down nil its sharp racial division 
lines.—Professor William Z. Bipleyin Ap- 
plotons' Popular Science Monthly. 


The Female Fur Seal. 


The femalo fur seal is much smaller 


than the mule, anil has soft, smooth hair 
of varying shades of brown, under which 
is the dense, short, brown fur. The female 
bears her first offspring at the age of 3 
years, but her full growth is not attained 
till two or three years later. The average 
•weight of the grown female is about 80 
pounds. 
The young of the fur seal, called 


a pup, Is born soon after the arrival of tbo 
femalo. Its weight at birth is about ten 
pounds. 
The fur seal is polygamous, each 


male capable of holding a place on tbe 
breeding grounds having from I to 100 
females in his charge, constituting what 
Is known as a harem, the average number 
being about BO. But the size of each fam- 
ily is subject to variation, depending not 
chiefly on tho strength of the male, but on 
the preference of the femalo for a location 
and on tbo topography of the ground. 


The young male is very similar to the 


female in color and appearance. He is not 
permitted to enter the rookeries in the 
breeding setison. The old males are very 
particular in this regard, and the bach- 
elors, aa they are called; are forced to herd 
by themselves on what are known as the 
hauling grounds, located near the breeding 
grounds, but distinct from them.—David 
Starr Jordan and George Archibald Clark 
in Forum.

INDIANS AND CROWS. 


Some Queer I>egenda That Are Heard 


Among the Red Men. 


By Indian legend the crow was selected 


by the great spirit as a messenger to the 
red men; he placed a kernel of corn in its 
right ear and a bean In the left, and sent 
it forth with the gift of life to his people, 
wisely muffling the ears of the crow, so that 
it might neither hear nor heed anything 
that might interrupt its flight. Because 
of that mission the crow's right to a share 
of the Indians' corn wherever planted is 
never denied, and the "life bearing bird" 
has been reverenced by the Indians forever. 


Like the Indian, the crow has been 


tracked, persecuted and hunted by the 
"pale face" wherever he has loitered for a 
shelter. Ho is accused as a thief that it- 
best when he is dead. His usefulness in 
picking the grubs out of the growing corn 
is not considered. If he snatches one grain 
of corn with four or five grubs that are in- 
comparably more destructive than he, he is 
condemned and shot as a plunderer. 


By the Indian logic, "all the corn be- 


longed to the Indian as original proprie- 
tor, but the orow is an Indian, and there- 
fore .the corn belongs to the orow." The 
primitive Indian takes good core of the 
orow and divides the corn with him at the 
planting season. 
The farmer who shoots 


the crow off his premises for the sin of steal- 
ing a few grains of corn forgets to thank 
him for the killing of the wily hen hawk, 
the sneak thief who frequents the barnyard, 
intent on a meal of young chickens. 


The crow carries off an egg now and 


then, but his small game is confined to 
field mice, insects, grubs, small snakes, 
worms, lizards and frogs, and in his win- 
ter hunger he descends to 'carrion. While 
he occasionally worries small birds, his de- 
light is the owl, opossum and raccoon. 


An Indian tells this story of u white 


man and a crow: 


The white man, who hud killed a deer 


for its skin, left its body in an open piano 
in tho forest. A crow, Hying over the 
woods, swooped down to tho deer, walked 
all arouud it, "talked to himscuf about it" 
and then flew rapidly away. An Indian 
took the deer to his cabin neorbv and whiln 
he was dressing it he heard a commotion In 
the air. A crow, which seemed to be lead- 
Ing u numerous flock, was screaming with 
terror. The uproar continued for some 
time and ended-by the entire flock's sur- 
rounding tho unfortunate and pecking 
him to death, his body falling to tho 
ground in fragments. 
Tho Indian nrgues 


tJjat the first crow found the carcass and 
generously flew to tell the flock, and as the 
Indian hud in the meantime rr^ioved thn 
deer, the disappointed QocktV.iiliug to fimj. 
it, luid "just killed the leader orow for 
telling a lie!"—Our Animal Friends. 


A DOCTOR'S MESSENGERS. 


Row One Physician Saves No End of Time 


and Traveling. 


The city physician's clientele, as a rule, 


Is compactly located, but the 
country 


physician practices over a large extent of 
territory. He is quite likely to have two 
patients critically ill, half a dozen miles 
apart and each living a like distance from 
the doctor's own home. Easily it will be 
seen that paying daily calls and keeping 
posted with sick persons scattered about 
like that become almost an impossibility. 


These conditions confronted Dr. Charles 


L. Lang of Merlden, N. Y., for many a 
long year, nnd he cudgeled his brain to 
some purpose in finding a way to help him- 
self. 
The homing pigeon solved the prob- 


lem. He has a regular pigeon service be- 
tween his patients and himself. 


The doctor has found time to keep upon 


medical topics, take good care of his 
patients and cultivate pigeons, all three 
very sucessfully. 


There is nothing difficult about It after 


all. 
In the first place, the doctor sends to 


each patient about whose condition he 
wishes to be posted one or more of the 
carrier pigeons. 
Some member of the 


family has blanks which must be filled in 
with detailed records of time, pulse, tem- 
perature and respiration. A blank filled, 
it is inclosed in an aluminium capsule 
made to clasp on the pigeon's leg. This 
done, the bird is released and at once 
speeds away to the home of the waiting 
physician, at the rate of a mile a minute. 


In this way Dr. Lang is enabled to keep 


thoroughly in touch with his patients at a 
distance, with about one-fifth the amount 
of travel he would have to endure under 
other circumstances. 
Not only that, but 


he Is really much better posted, because it 
would often happen that he would be un- 
able to pay visits to all, and so perhaps 
would miss seeing a sick person at just the 
time when he was most needed. 
Now he 


can go away from home to visit patients and 
feel sure that when he returns reports will 
be awaiting him from others. Should these 
reports tell him that a call from him Is an 
absolute necessity, then he goes and that 
is all there is of it. 


"It Is the best," says Dr. Lang, "when 


establishing a loft of these feathered mes- 
sengers, to begin with a few pairs of breed- 
ers, which should be kept confined to tbe 
loft, with an outside covered aviary if pos- 
sible, to give them access to tbe ground, 
The picgeons, if allowed their liberty, are 
apt to fly away, no matter how long tbey 
have been in prison. Do not try to train 
the birds until they are 4 months old. Then 
take them a mile or two from home in dif- 
ferent directions. 
Increase the distance 


proportionately from 100 to 200 miles for 
the birds in tbe first season's work.—New 
York Herald.

Then iron ships camo into uso, 
and Loi.iJon has lost her Uiipbuilding 
trade, which has been trnnpferred to the 
Clyde, the Tjne and tbe Wcur, right at 
the sources of iron and coal supplies. 


The great vessels in which most ocean 


coiinniTco is now carried have povercly af- 
fected the interests of some ports. 
Cities 


that once were scupovta are now inland, as 
faros quy fjrcnt umouijt of occ.in trufllo is 
concerned. Thu kirgesfc ghips o£ commerce 
could onuo sail up the A%on to Bristol ami 
the Severn to Gloucester. The far larger 
ships thnt now curry commerce canuot 
reach these places, but are compelled to 
stop at Avonn:outh and Cardiff. 
Cargoes 


were formerly landed as far up the Thames 
as London Bridge, but steamers now have 
to stop at the docks, some miles below that 
point. Bremen was-onee one of the world's 
greatest commercial cities, but her water 
front is now too shallow for deep sea ves- 
sels, and her port is at Bremerhaven, sev- 
eral miles below. Hamburg, accessible to 
all classes of vessels, though 00 miles from 
the sea, has reaped the benefit of Bremen's 
misfortune, which, however, has not de- 
prived the latter city of a largo carrying 
trade. 


The making of a town or city may some- 


times depend upon what seems at first a 
trivial circumstance. Silk weaving is con- 
fined to towns where the streams are par- 
ticularly free from impurities. 
Sojne wa- 


ters arc better than others for silk dyeing, 
and this fact gives Leek, England, its pre- 
eminence, lor its waters are among the 
best for dyeing purposes in Europe. Bur- 
ton-on-Trent is famous for its ales. Its 
superior water for brewing purposes is its 
sole advantage.—Cbautauquan.

LINCOLN'S PRIVATE CAR. 


The War Relic Is Now Abandoned and 


Consigned to Decay. 


Tho war car of President Lincoln, the 


ono in which Lincoln made his visits to 
tho army in tbe Virginia campaigns, in 
which he held consultations with Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan and other leaders, and 
in which finally he was borne to his last 
resting place, Is now abandoned and left 
to decay in an out of the way corner in the 
Union Pacific car shops at Omaha. 
The 


most magnificent car on the iron rails in 
its time, its now cracked, weather beaten 
sides, Its shattered -windows, rusty Bri'jsa 
•railings ana oaic i*.-*™-..™- w«cej.-« .mournful 
contrast to its departed grandeur. 


The car was built specially for Mr. Lin- 


coln in the military car shops at Alexan- 
dria early in 1864. It was 42 feet long by 
S'A fceti wide, and was divided into three 
compartments. The entrance was by a 
door that opened at one end into a narrow 
corridor extending the entire length of the 
car. 
From this passageway doors opened 


into the three compartments. 
Tha one at 


the end of the car was larger than the oth- 
ers. This was Mr. Lincoln's office and 
study. It was furnished with tobies and a 
sofa and reclining chairs. The sofa was a 
combination affair, made of unusual length 
to correspond to Mr. Lincoln's physical re- 
quirements. 
It was used as a sofa or 


Joupgo during the day, but at night could 
bo adjusted into a double bed of two berths. 


The walls were furnished with rich cord- 


ed crimson silk upholstery, and tho frieze 
displayed painted panels of the coats of 
arms of tho several states. The car was 
nduptcd to the exigencies of the times, be- 
ing ironclad, armor plate being set .be- 
tween the inner and outer walls to make it 
bulletproof. 
From this circumstance its 


weight was so great that It was thought 
necessary to place it upon four four wheel 
trucks. 


The car wns sent with a quantity of war 


material to Cincinnati to be sold in 38(36. 
Sidney Dillon of tho Union Pacific pur- 
chased it with other cars and equipment, 
and it passed to Omaha. Its connection 
with Mr. Lincoln and the fact that it was 
ono of the finest private cars then in exist- 
ence gave it great temporary public atten- 
tion, It wa? used ns a directors' private 
car for awhile, but its great weight and 
peculiar construction later caused it to be 
laid aside. Even as a dinijajT car for a con- 
struction gang it proved unsuitable, and 
for years it has been disintegrating in idle- 
ness in tho shops at Omaha.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

of the little fishing village of Scheuenin- 
gen, from which the famous Dutch water-

About SO little Dutch 
maids and lads, their ages varying from 3 
to 6 years, were enjoying n gaiiie of ordl 
nary American tag, while a little attendant 
of about J2 years etood by busily knitting 
while she watched them. A bell sounded. 
They all fell in line behind the little knit- 
ter nnd walked demurely, two by two, in 
a, serpentine line around the garden and 
disappeared in a long hall, at the door of 
which each child took off its little wooden 
shoes and held them in one hand behind 
Its back. 


In the meantime the principal came out 


and invited me by signs to enter. In the 
hall I noticed the little sabots laid orderly 
side by side. There were three halls in 
this kindergarten. In each were 60 ohil 
dren betw«en the ages of 8 and 6 years, 
the girls in gowns to their ankles, held 
out in a balloon fashion with haircloth 
petticoats, little white shawls pinned over 
the shoulders, and caps covering their 
straight yellow locks. 


From this free kindergarten tbe children 


of the fisher folk, many of them fatherless, 
derive all care and attention. They are 
taught by the same methods used in Ger- 
many. All seemed bright and happy^ In 
one room they were singing quaint little 
nursery rhymes about bouts, so one littlo 
fellow made me understand by walking 
across tbe floor rolling like a sailor nnc 
then going through the motions of rowtaf 
a boat nnd pulling in nets. He with great 
glee mode me understand thut he would 
be a fisherman when he was "so big," 
stretching up his arms and smoking an 
imaginary pipa This amused the children 
so much and made them shout and laugh 
so loud that the teacher was obliged to 
send them to their seats and end our fun.
